back Poland as a means of offset- 
ting this peril to the Astlatic and 
African Empire.

STYMIES CAUSE 
GOLFING WAILS

What part does the intentional 
stymie play in golf strategy? 

Tt ie hard to say. Suppose two 
players have lies on opposite sides 
of the cup. The first one to putt 
invariably will hit his ball hard 
enough to get it past the recep- 
tacle. so that, if it should chance 
not to go down, it will both inter- 
fere with his opponent's play and 
prevent that opponent from laying 
a stymie in turn. The one making 


the first putt would be disgusted 
with himeelf if he would play 
short of the 

On the other hand, he would be 
unskiliful, indeed. who, if he were 
first to play. with both balls lyin 
on the same side of the cup. should 
he putt down the hole, Falling to get 
down, he must leave his bal! ehegrt, 
“0 that the other man will not 
have a clear avenue to the hole. 


Nine times out of ten he will do 
this very thing. ‘ 

The justification is that on plays 
of this sort if one player faile to 
lay a estymie the other is apt tv 
come right back and lay him one. 

A man who haa held the national 
open titie declared one day that 
another one-time champion inten- 
tionally stymied him four times in 
the course of .a@ thircyv-six-hole 
round in the Professional Golfers’ 


Association tournament. The 
stymies beat him. 
The stymie has been an im- 


portant factor in many a national 
tournament, professional and ama- 
teur. However, it is impossible to 
say that any stymie is intentional. 

Only the man who manufactures 
it can know about that. 

Bo far the agitation that has 
been going on to have the stymi¢ 
ruled out of golf has been ineffec- 
tive. Truth to tell, if the stymie 
were abandoned, one of the most 
difficult shots in the game would 
vanish, too. By this is meant 
“cutting” a ball so that i will 
curve around another one te go 
into the cup. 

Aside from its value to solve 
stymies, this play has a distinct 
pla~e as a part of the strategy of 
“inaide golf.” 

A former Metropolitan open 
champion and a man who subse- 
quentiy became national open 
champion, were once in a match 
for a large stake and, at a critical 
stage of the game, found them- 
selves on a green in almost identi- 
cally the same position. 

The metropolitan champion, 
whom we will call Jack. was five 
feet from the cup. The other man. 
who can pass as Henry, was three 
or four inches nearer, and also 
three or four inches to the right 
of the line over which Jack must 
putt. 

Between the balls and the cup 
was a side-hill siope, running to 
the left. It was apparent that in 
putting the contestants would have 
to allow for thia. 

Now it chanced that Jack was 
an expert in “cutting” his ball. So. 
instead of playing on the upper 
side of the slope and allowing his 
ball to curve downward to the left. 
he putted along the lower side of 
the slope, but “cut” his ball sharp- 
ly so that it would have a tendency 
to curve to the right. It clung to 
the side-hill slope, rolled in almost 
. straight Mne and went into the 

ole. 

Henry, confused, didn’t make 
proper allowance.for the slope, 
and missed the cup by six tnches. 
Jack went on to win the match.

Waspe and Bees Know Color 

Wasps have a keen sense of 
color. Lord Avebury placed col- 
ored paper over a wasps nest with 
a hole to allow free entrance. He 
constantly removed the papers to 
various distances from the nest, 
replacing them by others of differ- 
ent colors. The wasps fiew to the 
colored papers to which they had 
become accustomed. 

Bees, too, have a very keen sense 
of color, and the ability to dis- 
criminate between variations in 
shades. Blues are favorites, in- 
cluding pale blue and violet, and 
though purple reds are visited and 
in favor, yet scariets are disliked. 
Yellows or greens are passed by 
if flowers of more favored colors 
are present. 

In some of the delightful rural 
in Engiand people still be- 
lieve that bees are interested in 
world affairs, especially when 
these affairs affect their owners. 
Failure to inform the bees is a 
serious breach of confidence, 80 
grievous indeed that they are liable 
to die of disappointment. To pre- 
vent disaster it is customary to 
visit the hives and tell the news; 
to decorate them on feasts and 
holidays and on the occasion of a 
marriage or a birth, to use colored 
cloth, while a death puts the bees 
into mourning and black crepe is 
fastened to the hives. Good news 
or bad, the owner taps three times 
and tells all he can. It is always 
better to use the front-door key to 
tap with.—[Casselle’s Weekly. 


How it's DONE IN MEXICO 

Dr. William Houston, Presby- 
terian university pastor of Ohio 
State University, who has recently 
returned from a long visit in Mex- 
ico, says the new and complex 
lawe which have been established 
by the republic have created a 
situation of general violation of 
civil laws.

WHERE MOUNTAINS WALK 

On the road between Rifle and 
Meeker in Rio Branca county of 
Western Colorado there is a loz- 
enge-shaped hill, 2000 feet high, 
called Moving Mountain. It de- 
rives ite odd name from the fact 
that it is gradually shifting to 
the westward. In two days re- 
cently the mount slid a distance 
of 100 yards, obstructing highway 
traffic. 

The peculiar antics of Moving 
Mountain are explained by the 
fact that the mountain proper is 
of heavy sandstone while the base 
ie of soft clay. Water has soaked 
the latter to such an extent that 
the peak tends to slide. However, 
this is nothing extremely unusual. 
There is another “runaway mount” 
in the Colorado foothills near 
Golden. This hill has been mov- 
ing steadily eastward for severa!

TURKESTAN RICH 
BUT BACKWARD 


Lack of Progress Described 
by Newcomer Here 


Irrigation System That of 
Time of Alexandbr 


Barber Still Serves in Dual 
Role of Physician :

Still using the irrigation system 
installed at the time of Alexander 
the Great, Turkestan refutes the 
old saw that “the world do move,” 
says Dr. R. T. Uhis, former mem- 
ber of the American Near East 
Relief organization, who has re- 
cently taken up his residence in 
Los Angeles. 


When his work in the Near East 
terminated some time ago+Dr. Uhis

traveled 1500 miles through this 
Asiatic-Russian Province, inhabited 
by descendants of Ghengis Khan 
and Tamerlane, to see what the 
mysterious land looks like. 

“Bituated in the heart of Asia. 
far removed from the world’s 
beaten paths, Turkestan is almost 
as little known to the average 
American or European as Tibet or 
the land of the Hairy Ainu,” said 
Dr. Uhis. “There's a story that the 
first two Englishmen who ventured 
within its borders-years ago were 
taken by the amiable inhabitants 
to the top of a tall tower in 
Bokhara, the capital, and gently 
pushed off. This put a crimp in 
the enthusiasm of prospective 
tourists for a long time. 

“But the people have lost some 
of their flierceness since then. Our 
party of four fared as well as the 
primitive environment would per- 
mit. In fact, the natives went out 
of their way to be nice to us be- 
cause word of the American Near 
East Relief work had penetrated 
even their isolated corner and they 
tried to show their appreciation. 
They insisted on referring to us 
as ‘The American Delegation," 
though we were not on an official 
mission but only a group of pri- 
vate citizens traveling through 
their country as sight-seers.”’ 


SAVAGE DESERT 
“Much of Turkestan is a savage 
desert, being known as ‘the grave- 
yard of caravans.’ Dr. Uhis con- 
tinued. “Where irrigated, the land 
is exceedingly fertile and farming 
is one of the leading pursuits. 


‘The Turkomans’ farming meth-/ pea 


ods and implements have not 
changed since the days of Ghengis 
Kahn,” said Dr. Uhis. “The ancient 
water wheel with buckets attached 
to tte rim and operated by a 
camel is used for irrigation. The 
method is primitive but effective. 
The fields are well cultivated and 
produce astonishing crops of gratin. 
The fruite of the country are 
among the fingst I have ever seen 
anywhere. The Turkomans also 
grow large quantities of cotton and 
everywhere are seen herds of 
supercilious camels and curly-woo! 
sheep in charge of picturesquely 

rbed natives wearing enormous 
ur caps. Most of the world’s 
Persian lamb fur comes m 
Turkestan, being exported to Eu- 
rope where some of the leading fur 
dealers make a specialty of these 
pelts, procured from lambs not 
over three days old, when the wool 
is at its curliest. 

“Turkestan ise populous and its 
people, thanks to the natural re- 
sources, are wealthy. Of Mongolian 
blood, they are haughty and but 
little Inclined to fraternize with 
Aryans. The men array themselves 
in gorgeous flowing gowns of ‘he 
finest silk, surmounted by snow- 
white turbans, and scenes in (the 
narrow, crooked streets of Turk- 
estan cities present a riot of color. 
They are fanatical in their devo- 
tion to Islam. Dominated by Rus- 
sia. they have had Bolshevism 
thrust upon them as an excuse for 
government. They are not Reda 
at heart but they had ‘no choice 
when the masters at Moscow 
cracked the whip. The country 
has been a Russian Province for 
years.” 

BOLSHEVIK RULE 

The aggressive Bolsheviks sov- 
jetized Turkestan by force of arms, 
according to Dr. Uhis. “When the 
Red hordes invaded Bokhara to 
check resistance to Bolshevik rule 
the natives hid their valuables in 
one of the mosques,” he said. “Dur- 
ing the fighting this building was 
destroyed. After quiet had been 
restored the townspeople, in quest 
of their treasure, subjected the 
debris among the ruing to a sort 
of placer mining, obtaining, so I 
was told, ninety-five carats in 
diamonds and much gold.” 

Being a physician, Dr. Uhie 
noted particularily the absence of 
all sanitation in the cities of 
Turkestan. “Water is one of the 
country’s most precious commodi- 
ties and is utilized to the last 
drop.” he sald. “Usually the en- 
tire population of a city gete its 
water supply from a common pool, 
conveniently located and teeming 
with parasites. The government is 
trying to teach the natives to bot! 
the water before using it, but with 
indifferent success. They prefer to 
drink it as is, parasites and all. 
Turkestan has been the sources of 
all outbreaks of bubonic p'ague 
in the last hundred years or more. 

“When a native is sick he usual- 
ly seeks a barber Instead of a phy- 
siclan. In this land where the 
world doesn’t move, the barber 
atill performs the dua! function of 
tonsoria] artist and doctor, as he 
Aid in Europe in the Middle Aces. 
Too, he uses exactly the same 
methods. the chief being the an- 
clent remedy of bleeding. A stroll 
along a city street any day in 
Turkestan will reveal the spectacle 
of a patient being bied in front 
of a barbers stand, a boy catch- 
ing the superfluous blood in «a 
bowl Such sights are so much 
a part of the daily life of the peo- 
ple that nobody pays the least at- 
tention to them.”

Dr. Uhis was given permission 
to take photographs in the ciites 
he visited. which included Bok- 
hara, Samarkand and Tashkent. a 
piace of some size near the Afghan 
He succeeded in getting 
several snapshots of things that 
would have made his mosiem hosts 
gnash their teeth could they heave 
seen the prints.

EXPLAINED BY PARIS 
ATTORNEY

Law- 
yers were a recognized class at 
the time of the revolution. but 
being much hated because of their 
alleged alliance with privilege the 
bar was abolished by the Consett- 
tuent Assembly in 1790, but was 
restored with modifications during 
the Napoleonic regime, and fully 
restored upon the re-establishment

Our “In-laws” have always been 
a source of more or less puzzling 
and knotty problems. We have 
them ever with us—these situations 
that demand solution of some kind. 
So long as people will marry, 
these “In-laws” will continue to 
give us food for thought and per- 
plexity. The situation becomes 
more complex as time goes on. 

In the days when grandma was 
young, mother-in-law ruled with 
an iron hand—like the czars of 
Russia or the Chancellor of Ger- 
many. Perhaps it was an inherited 
legacy, dating from past ages 
relic of the ancestor worship of 
China. However, ft was in line 


with the conventions, with estab- 
lished customs. The idea was in 


keeping with the “evolution of 
ceremonial government” and ac- 
cepted like escutcheons and 


tates. Daughter-in-law had no 
choice but to revere and obey. She 
would have lost her happy home 
hed she done otherwise. It was 
not an age when women could be 
assertive of their rights~espécial- 
ly younger women. 

It is said that even now in China 
a woman is a most unhappy and 
servile creature, completely dom- 
inated by her mother-in-law, until 
her turn comes to assume the hon- 
ored relation. Then, when she be- 
comes’ happily possessed of a 
daughter-in-law the days of her 
humiliation are over and she takes 
her turn at autocratic rule. Has 
she learned to rule with kindness 
and clemency? By no means. With 
the stolid satisfaction which the 
undeveloped and primitive minds 
always feel in “getting even,” she 
enters on her career of mother- 
in-law rule. Her grievance is not 
against the harmiess and helpless 
little creature who obeys her 
slightest command with unquestion- 
ing docility. It is against fate— 
the fate which decreed the condi- 
tion—which made her a female of 
the species instead of a e. 

The Bible story of Ruth and 
Naomi follows the precedent estab- 
liahed by primitive custom. The 
daughter-in-law dutifully accepts 
the new relationship and manifests 
a spirit of beautiful devotion to 
the mother of her husband. “FEn- 
treat me not to leave thee, nor to 
refrain from following after thee” 
ia the imploring cry of the young 
heart—-in marked contrast to the 
forced servility of the Chinese 
maiden. “Thy people shall be my 
people and thy God my God" places 
the relationship on a very high 

lane, where loving affection is in- 
used into the obedient service. 
Happy “in-laws” where such a 
spirit prevails! 

Today the situation is very com- 
plex. Sometimes it is the mother- 
in-law who repels all kindly over- 
tures, but oftener the daughter-in- 
law who inedlently tramples on the 
tend@erest affections. She is coached 
by the spirit of the age, wherein 
women are independently aggres- 
sive. It is the younger generation 
now that assumes the dictatorial 
pose. The swing of the pendulum 
perhaps from former autocratic 
rule. Mother-in-law now may be 
thankful if she is still permitted 
a little corner in her son's affec- 
tions, to say nothing of a place by 
the fireside. 

If she enters upon the scene of 
action unobtrusively, with gentile 
consideration for the newcomer, 
the daughter-in-law pose must be 
maintained. In many cases there 
is a secret and subtie challenge to 
battle, if not a defiant and open on- 
slaught. .The mother-in-law ogre 
which still exists in the imagina- 
tion of many modern girls, must 
be vanquished at all cost. She must 


be taught her proper place. Hav- 
ing been informed prior to her 
marriage that no one could get 


along with a “mother-in-law.” the 
war paint and feathers are donned 
with the wedding gown. Then she 
proceeds to browbeat and conquer 
the fancied ogre, whose chief fault 
is that fate made her the mother 
of her husband. 

If the daughter-in-law is an ego- 
tist, born and bred, selfishly in- 
considerate, with a sense of im- 
portance so pronounced that all 
her ties are formed upon that ba- 
sis, so much the worse for the ties 
involved. If the demon of jealousy 
enters in and an exclusive claim 
set up for an affection which could 
so easily be shared with the méth- 
er-heart, discord and sorrow result. 

It seems a trulem to say that the 
relationship in which the in-laws 
are involved, is not to blame for 
resulting inharmony and friction. 
Yet an astonishing number of peo- 
ple act as though it were. It has 
long been caricatured by cartoon- 
ists and funny paragraphers——ees- 
pecially the mother and daughter- 
in-law relation. No valid reason 
exists for this condition of things. 
The whole question is an individ- 
val propostion. There has been 
many a noble self-sacrificing moth- 
er, victim of a daughter-in-law’s 
jealous hostility, who has helped 
her son to preserve his illusions 
at the cost of her own position in 
‘his life and heart. If there must 
be a division, a choice, when the 
demon of jealousy enters in, she 
must be the victim—she wills it 
so through her mother-love. Any 
wavering from this ideal ifs not 
“mother-love,” but “self-love.” On 
the other hand there have been 
daughters-in-law whose hearts 
have been as warm and tender to 
the mother of their husbands as 
to their own. 80 the whole ques- 
tion is merely one of beautiful hu- 
man development along the right 
lines, or a life molded to false and 
selfish principles. 

Psychologically it might be tn- 
teresting to experiment on some of 
these hitherto unfortunate and 
painful relationships when some 
mad desire seizes us to help “re- 
form the world” and usher in the 
millenium. . After a more or less 

rolonged effort in the direction of 
armony and peace, some impor- 
tant truths may be discovered. To 
be able to find the beauty and 
charm in each relationship of life. 
whether inherited or acquired, is 
a wonderful achievement. To act 
and feel as though we had discov- 
ered it when it is not discoverable, 
is a greater triumph. To infuse 
into all these relasionships-at-law 
the spirit of love and kindly in- 
terest, is the supreme test of char- 
acter greatness. If this can be 
achieved we shall find it quite pos- 
sible to paraphrase the old trite 
saying which runs thus: “God 
gives us our relations, but thank 
heaven we can choose our friends.” 
With the new spirit of love infused 
into it the paraphrase would read: 

“God gives us our rélations and 
relations-at-law, but thank heaven 
we can convert them into the souls 
of friends!"

NEW YORK, May 2.—Conduc- 
torlally speaking, New York is 
very well off. So are certain oth- 
er parts of the country ... 
now that it has become the fash- 


orchestra leaders to travel about 
a bit filling “guest", engagements. 
A newcomer is to be added to 
Gotham’s list during 1926-1926 
when Otto Klemperer, long resi- 
dent of Cologne and more recent- 
ly of Berlin, comes to wield a 
baton over the New York Sym- 
phony men, and in the doing to 
demonstrate his status in a fie 
that is fast growing.

perer. 

With the foregoing musicians 
active, and Stokowski and Kous- 
sevitsky bringing regularly here 
the Philadelphia and the Boston 
orchestras, I foresee something in 
the nature of an orchestra con- 
ductors’ war.

AN IMPROVED SITUATION 
ft has taken only a few years to 


jcorrect a situation here which was 


unfortunate in that important mat- 
ter of first-rate conductors.

CONCERNING COURTESY 

For the sake of peace all around 
the papers are soft-pedaling an in- 
cident which took place here re- 
cently when a distinguished Eu- 
ropean conductor addressed some 
remarks to a feminine artist admit- 
ted to have been out of place.

MME... SCHUMANN-HEINK 

Next year promises to be a mem- 
orable one for Mme. Ernestine 
Schumann-Heink. That grand con- 
tralto will not only celebrate her 
fiftieth anniversary as a profes- 
sional artiste, but she is to be for 
a time a member of the Metro- 
politan Opera Company. It was 
on the stage of that institution 
that Mme. Schumann-Heink was 
introduced to the public of New 
York—just twenty-six years ago, 
a season after her American debut 
in Chicago. After her recent con- 
cert there Mr. Gatti-Casazza of- 
fered her a contract for the com- 
ing season, which was promptly 
accepted. 

Few singers of any period have 
had such a career as this contral- 
to. who has expressed her inten- 
tion of retiring after two or three 
seasons. Tt was at Prague, in 
1876, that Mme. Schumann-Heink 
(then Ernestine Schumann) 
faced her first audience. Two 
years later she appeared as Azu- 
cena in “Trovatore” at Dresden, 
and twenty-one years thereafter 
New York first heard her. 

With her seventieth birthday 
anniversary not so far distant, this 
remarkable woman continues to 
serve as an example of, glorious 
singing—even though her voice is 
not as fresh as it once was. But 
she is technically superb, and in- 
terpretatively she can teach meny 
a rising star.

WRITES STRAUSS THEME 


Ernst Lubitech Working Out Story 
im Desert Solitude 


The Iliting melody of a Strauss 
waltz and the pulsing beats of an 
Indian tom-tom are about as far 
apart as anything possible. And 
yet that contrast is evidently just 
the thing Ernst Lubitech is look- 
ing for. He is now on the Mojave 
Desert writing his next story for 
Warner Brothers, which is to be 
“A Waltz Dream” from the Strauss 
opera. It is the story of the high- 
est of Viennese court life, a part 
of Europe he knows thoroughly. 
Lubitech as an actor has played 
before royalty and even has known 
some of them very well. Of course 
the tale will have ite love interest. 
That is understood, for Lubitech 
is a master at such weaving and 
Strauss suggests it. It is sweetness 
without saccharine stickiness. It 
paints a picture in bold and vivid 
relief of characters, with an out- 
ward appearance of innocence and 
yet steeped in internal intrigue. 

What all this has to do with In- 
dians and the desert isn’t known 
except that it is the place he chose 
to bring his idea into being. What 
inspiration he can gather from the 
solitude of sand wastes or the con- 
nection of waltz music and the 
haunting desolate sounds that are 
produced by the beating of a dried 
skin-—stretched over a hollow log, 
only Lubitech Rnows. 

It will be interesting to see what 
kind of a story will be presented. 
Lubitech has just finished a light 
French farce. Now, whether he is 
going to produce one with a little 
more life and color of character 
and weight it with more reality 
will be seen when he returns. If 
he does it will be like his present 
locale and theme—the height of 
contrast, and still, that is what 
makes good pictures—contrast. 


HOW JAPAN DOES IT 

Japan found the opium habit 
strongly intrenched in Formosa, 
Japan approached the problem 
with open mind. Her medical au- 
thorities decided that the effort 
to try and cure the addicts would 
not be justified by the results. 
Therefore they determined to let 
the victims have the drug they 
craved but to supply it at a rea- 
sonable price and under the strict- 
est government supervision. They 
licensed certain numbers of dealers 
in opium. Then they licensed the 
addicts. By holding out the bait 
of a veguiar supply at reasonable 
prices, they induced the addicts 
to present themselves for a medi- 
cal examination to determine how 
much opium their poisoned bodi 
needed. Having established this 
fact, the addict received a hook 
entitling him to buy three days’ 
supply at a time, the purchase 
to be entered both in his and the 
dealer's book. Sale of opium to 
nonaddicts or to nonlicensed ad- 
dicts was punished with severe sen- 
tences. Of course no licenses were 
issued to new smokers and the ex- 
cessive profit was taken out of the 
business. 

In 1900, when the system was 
started, Formosa had 169.064 ad- 
dicts; today the number has de- 
creased to 38.966. The opium con- 
sumed annually has dropped from 
440,009 pounds to 60,000 pounds. 
Seventy per cent of the addicts 
In 1923 were from 50 to 70 years 
of age: only twelve were between 


20 and 30.— (Sunsgt.

HUXLEY QUESTIONS 
THE MODERN IN ART 


“What, exactly, is modern?” 


asks Aldous.Hutley in Vanity 
Fair. As he himself has been ac- 
claimed a modern sophisticate, his 
answer to .nis pertinent question 
is highly interesting. Speaking of 
the graphic arts, he says: 

“We are accustomed to call 
‘modern’ almost any picture or 
sculpture which happens to be un- 
like the object which it is sup- 
posed to represent. Now, distor- 
tion, as such, is not at all modern. 
All primitive art is nonreéalistic. 
So is all incompetent art (which 
does not mean, of course, that all 
nonrealistic art is incompetent.) 

“It is only an accident that we 
happen to be living in an age 
when many artists cultivate a de- 
liberate naiviem, when\the tech- 
nical practice (though not the sub- 
ject matter and the symbolism)

tated and art is simplified and 
conventionalized to the utmost. 


There is obviously nothing remark- 
modern in imitating the 
primitives. 

“What is modern—and deplor- 
ably so—is the contemporary habit 
of emptying the primitives of their 
eontent and significance.

The majority of con- 
temporary painters, one feels when 
looking at their works, haven't the 
faintest notion what to paint.

“Plenty of admirable artists 
have showh, in the’ past, that it is 
possible to combine pure aesthetics 
with story telling and the expres- 
sion of ideas. Few of the most 
talented artists of the present day 
make any attempt to accomplish 
this union or there would be more 
really modern art.”

“The matter was thoroughly dis- 
cussed and tested by the Royal In- 
stitute of Painters in Water Col- 
or in 1885-1886. An exhibition of 
works by the chief masters of the 
English school from twenty years 
to a century old was held. These 
‘paintings had been exposed to or- 
dinary conditions of lighting, many 
of them to sunlight, in the great 
majority of cases without damage 
to their color. Of course, paper is 
more fragile than canvas, but if 
the paper be suitably backed there 
is no reason why it should not be 
equally durable. 

“You doubtless know that water 
color was used time out of mind 
by the ancients, such as the Egyp- 
tians, Chinese and Greeks. The 
preservation of many of these an- 
cient works; like the early Chris- 
tian miniatures and other book 
lustrations, is remarkable.

WHAT WATER DOES 
The Mojave River is a freak of 
desert nature.

Skidding is viewed as reckless 
driving in the 1924 report of the 
Connecticut State Motor Vehicle 
Department. The three leading 
causes of automobile accidents in 
the State were inattention on the 
part of the driver, failure do grant 
right of way and skidding; 1786 
skidding accidents were rded 
last year. 

The three causes of skidding, ac- 
cording to Robbins B. S8toeckel. 
State Motor Vehicle Commissioner. 
in a recent pamphiet, are wet anv 


slippery roadways, too much speed 


and improper driving. Remedies 


are the use of non-skid chains and/ 


caution against making runners out 
of the rear wheels. 

A further statement by Commis- 
sioner Stoeckel is that a skidding 
accident may no longer be con- 
sidered an unavoidable mishap and 
that the time is coming when cases 
of skidding accidents will be pun- 
ished as reckless driving. En- 
forcement authorities will demand 
more knowledge of the causes of 
skidding and insist that the oper- 
ator so conduct himself that none 
of the personal causes by which he 
contributes to the ekidding acci- 
dent are chargeable to him.

LOS ANGELES.—([To the Auto- 
mobile Editor of The Times:) The 
account in last Sunday's Times of 
the accident In which a machine 
with three occupants was hurtied 
into a canyon, when the headlights 
of an approaching machine blind- 
ed the driver, should call forth the 


protests of every Bnutomobile own- 
er against a situation that is get- 
ting simply unbearable. 

We have laws and ordinances; 
we have “official adjusting sta- 
tions.” and we have traffic offi- 
oers, yet there seems to be no one 
at present interested in correcting 
this dangerous headlight nulsance. 

Tt is not to be supposed that 
these drivers really want to kill 
anyone. More often they do not 
know of the glaring danger of 
their lights, but it Is a fact that one 
cannot take his family for an evg- 
ning drive without meeting fifty 
ef the dangerous machines. 

Il am an experienced driver and 
have eyesight. but on a trip 
from Pasadena te Pomona, on the 
Foothill Boulevard, we meet so 
much danger (some machines 
blinding us from perhaps a quar- 
ter of a mile away) that we turn 
onto side roads for safety. 

If the problem is too much for 


the traffic department to control. 
I believe a practical and economi- 
cal remedy would be had if the 
“official adjusting stations” were 
given police authority to call in 
passing cars with faulty lights and 
correct them, collecting say, dou- 
ble or three times the regular rate 
for such service. At any rate the 
danger should be remedied, and 
that promptly.

Suiphuring Grape Vines 

We hear so much complaint of mildew on 
pet grape vines that we publish the vine- 
yardists’ ten rules for its control: 

1. Sulphur when growth is six to eight 


inches long. 

:. Sulphur again when twelve to eight- 
een inches long. 

3. Sulphur again when two to three feet 


long. 

4. Use a good grade of ground or sub- 
limed sulphur, there are several good 
brands on the market. 

5. Dust carefully with a hand machine or 
the power machines with one nozzle oper- 
ated by hand. 

6. Get sulphur on every shoot and leaf, 
including the suckers. 

7. Protect the new growth with sulphur 
as it comes out. Do not wait for warm 
weather. The sulphur will be there when 
the temperature gets high enough for mil- 
dew to grow. 

8. Be sure of the three spring sulphur- 


ings; they are 90 per cent of the battle. 


9. Be careful of burning foliage with 
summer sulphurings; dust on east or north 
side of rows. 


10. Sulphur early—sulphur carefully.

Operating a fruit 
marketing stand may be thought of as 
small business. The majority of such/ 
stands do offer only a comparatively small 
amount of fruit fér sale and this only for a 
few weeks out of the year. -Moreover, the 
fruit itself is usually of such quality or de- 
gree of ripeness that it could not be mar- 
keted successfully in any other way. Such) 
fruit stands may serve-a very good purpose | 
and bring in a few extra dollars, but the) 
fruit stand of E. lL. Power, known as “The 
Nut Tree,” after the large walnut tree un- 
der which it is situated, is in most every re-. 
spect just what the average fruit stand is 
not. It therefore attracts attention. . 

Mr. Power, with the aid of his wife and 
her sisters, sells fruit or fruit products 
three-hundred and sixty-five days out of 
the year. Last year he worked one day | 
extra for good measure. Instead of sell- | 
ing his poorest fruit he sells his best; his» 
customers are not only those in the imme-— 
diate locality but those living hundreds 
and even thousands of miles distant. Many 
cars pass by his stand each day and once 
one stops and makes a purchase he is very 
likely to stop again. There is, of course, a 
reason. In short, that reason is a satis 
fied customer. Here is Mr. Power's own | 
story of how he started selling over a fruit | 
stand and the way by. which he has devel- | 
oped a market for his products, as told to 
the writer: 

“We operate one-hundred and twenty-five 
acres of orchard planted to various decid- 
uous fruits including, peaches, pears, apri- 
cots, nectarines, plums, almonds, figs, wer | 
nuts and persimmons. For several years 
our method of selling was through the reg- 
ular channels of trade. Then came several 
rather unsuccessful crop years with the late 
spring frosts of 1921 and several months 
later hot drying winds as a climax. Such 
a 4mall part of our orchard produced any 
saleable fruit that eastern shipments were 
not considered worth while. The outlook 
was anything but encouraging. ter hold- 


ing a family council over the situation the’ 


idea came to our minds to establish a small 
fruit stand under the big tree. 

“Our first attempt was on July 3rd. We 
offered for sale a few fresh figs. To our 
surprise we sold all we had on the stand 
and when we counted our receipts at the end 


of the day found that we had taken in fif-. 


teen dollars. From this small beginning 
our trade increased rapidly and it has con- 
tinued to make a steady growth. 

“It was soon evident, however, that some 
means should be devised of getting a greater 
percentage of cars to stop rather than go 
by. Most people when on a paved highway 
such as this, even though they are out for 
pleasure, drive at thirty to thirty-five miles

In the past, someedfew have been skeptical 
regarding this and in order to verify our 
statements would proceed to turn the bas- 
ket up on its side, often spilling out sever- 
al specimens. Pinching of the softer fruits 
such as apricots, plums and peaches was 
also very annoying, but in every case we 
tried to conceal our real feelings and dis- 
play nothing but courtesy. In other words, 
even though we had to discard much of this 
fruit and replace it with uninjured spect- 
mens, we have constantly tried to maintain 
the buyers’ viewpoint. 

“But what becomes of such fruit as is 
thrown out or that portion of the crop 
which does not make first grade, and does 
not a 125-acre orchard produce more fruit 
at certain periods than can be disposed of 
at retail?” Already the reader must be 
sharing this natural curiosity that came 
to the writer. Here is Mr. Power's answer 
to the direct question: 

“Our orchard does produce more than we 
attempt to dispose of at the highway stand, 
although with our acreage containing prac- 
tically ali kinds of deciduous fruits, our 
products are well distributed throughout 
the summer. We also soon hope to install a 
small cold storage plant to keep our tree 
ripe fruit in good condition for at least 
several days during the warmer weather. 
In addition to our strictly retail trade, we 
have also built up a direct trade for a 
high-class demand, with several city fruit 
houses and restaurants as buyers. For very 
select peaches and apricots, each specimen 
carefully wrapped in straw, we have re- 
ceived a very fancy price. The larger part 
of our crop naturally does not qualify for 
our fruit stand trade and this is sold eith. 
er as fresh or dried fruit through the reg- 
ular commercial channels. A portion of 
the crop we dry for our own winter trade. 
Small boxes of fancy dried fruit have prov-

the vines stand too thick, so hill planting 
is the safest practice. 

Beans do not require a large amount of 
fertilizer; they do well on almost any soil 
if they are irrigated regularly about every 
ten days and cultivated to keep the soil 
friable and the weeds from taking all the 
moisture away from the plants. Never 
sprinkle beans, but irrigate them in furrows 
drawn between rows. If the water floods 
over and around the base of the plants, it 
must be hoed thoroughly as soon as possi- 
ble, so that rust and mildew do not get a 
start. 

In furnishing supports for the pole varie- 
ties, old laths or strips of any sort will do, 
but when aff orderly planting is wanted, it 
is a good idea to put in posts at both ends 
of the row, setting them firmly in the soil. 
These should be about five or six feet high. 
Then stretch a wire from top to top, fas 
tening it tightly on the poles. When the 
vines are ready for support, strings can be 
tied to the wire and dropped down for the 
runners. When the beans have ceased to 
bear, the vines and strings can be cut down.

only sensible way of bringing the fat and 
protein of cows’ milk to approximately the 
composition of. human milk is by dilution 
with distilled or boiled- water. For most 
practical purposes a dilution of one-third 
water added to certified raw milk will prove 
satisfactory. 


As we contrast the chemical tables of 
cow's and woman's milk, a number of ques 
tions present themselves. For instance, the 
protein is almost three times more in cow's 
milk than in woman's milk. Not only is 
there this difference in quantity, but also 
a difference in the kind of protein. 

Cow's milk protein is principally a sub- 
stance called casein (that which ultimately 
makes cheese.) while the protein of wom- 


-an’s milk is principally lact-albumin.’ It is 


because of this high concentration and dif- 
ference in the kind of protein that indiges- 
tion occurs with artificial formulas. 

The child needs lact-albumin as found in 
woman's milk. He gets casein as found in 
cow's milk. Casein coagulates. It also 
cakes, rendering considerable resistance to 
the child's digestive fluids. 

If any of you have ever noticed, when a 
child vomits portions of ite soured food you 
will bave observed that the curds are 
fairly large. Cliemical analysis shows that 
these curds consist largely of undigested 


casein. 

You will also observe that in the dilutions 
I recommend the fat content is brought be 
low the fat content of woman's milk. That 
is, I do not want to feed as much cow's 
milk butte as | would permit of wom- 
an’s milk butterfat. There is a reason for 
this objection. 

Chemically, one of the ingredients of fat 
is known as volatile fatty acids. Cow's-milk 
fat contains nearly eight times as much of 
these volatile fatty acids as woman's milk. 
Because of this, it is practically impossible 
to give to infants as much cow's milk as 
they receive from a nursing mother. 

There are three methods used by the 
medical profession to prevent coagulation 
and the consequent vomiting: Greater di- 
lution of the milk with water; the use of 
gruels, principally barley water in the place 
of distilled or boiled wate: for dilution, and 
boiling. 

If baby vomits this formula as given, do 
not indorse the latter two methods of re 
ducing milk coagulation. Do not boil baby's 
milk. For a tiny infant, gruels of barley, 
oatmeal and other ingredients are unessen- 
tial and unnecessary. The only method I 
approve of is the greater dilution of the 
milk. 

Large quantities of cow’s-milk fat are 
badly borne when the child is suffering 
from digestive disturbances and fever, and 
under no circumstances should rich, creamy 
milk be given to children suffering from 
digestive disturbances during periods of 
very warm weather. If the child’s digestive 
system is acutely tensitive to the least 
change, dilution should always be greater 
during the warm summer months than at 
other times. 

The table shows 7% per cent sugar in 
woman's milk and but 4% per cent in cow's 
milk. Here we introduce a fertile field for 
considerable argumentation. Medical prac- 
tice attempts to bring the sugar content of 
cow's milk equal to that of human milk by 
the addition of milk sugar, cane sugar, malt

compounds.

Effects of Cooking Food 


UCH fan is “poked at” the grass-eat- 

ing “nature nuts.” Many hesitate to 
become vegetarians because they fear to be 
thought ridiculous, and still more hesitate 
over the raw food diet in fear of the sallies 
of would-be wits who comprise quite a pro- 
portion of human society. What a queer 
spectacle it makes this assemblage of con- 
vention-bound creatures, fearing to be dif 
ferent! 

Is not the consumption of food rather an 
incidental habit of life after all? What 
matters the manner in which it is taken, 
that is, in the light of convention or “what 
is being done this season?” However, it 
does matter a great deal from the stand- 
point of health, when the chemical nature 
of food is taken into account. In the article 
following, taken from the book “Uncooked 
Foods” by Bugene Christian, the techni- 
cal analysis of food and the description of 
the change that takes place when it is 
cooked will give you many reasons for 
considering the adoption of a raw food 
diet, at least partially.

into organic or living matter, such as is 
found in fruits, nuts, cerealse—the natural 
foods of man. It is only through this proc 
@ss that mineral elements can build or be- 
come a part of anima) life. 

“One of the most potent and effective 
agencies known to change and demolish 
materials is fre. When we apply it to our 
food in thé process of cooking, it results in 
such a chasge as destroys the elementary 
plant form, and the mineral elements re- 
turn to their inorganic condition. It cannot 
be otherwise, insomuch as it possesses ab- 
solutely no element of construction. 

“At about 145 degrees Farenheit certain 
properties in plant life are destroyed. For 
instance, a leaf of cabbage, if immersed, in 
water that can easily be endured by the 
bare hand, will wilt, showing that part of 
its cellular life is destroyed at that tem- 
perature, 

“The heat can be increased until all 
plant life is destroyed. This becomes im- 
portant when we remember that animal life 
is supported and entirely constructed from 
plant life. The living plant possesses all 
the elements from which animal life is 
made. Therefore, the question would nat- 
urally arise in the mind of any thinking 
person, ‘why destroy in part the plant life 
before feeding it to the animal’ in what

Electrical Vibrations and Health 


ECENTLY I was asked a somewhat 

startling and unusual question. A man 
well versed in electrical engineering asked 
me of the effect on health of the myriads 
of electrical currents radiating through the 
atmosphere. 

We know that hundreds of radio stations 
are sending out their ethereal waves. We 
know that thousands of dynamos are pro 
ducing their currents. We know that the. 
earth is a great magnetic ball and that 
electrical currents determine some of the 
great natural phenomena, such as tides, 
seasons, weather conditions, and a multi- 
tude of others. 

Every once in a while some writer comos 
comes forth with various conjectures con- 
cerning the effect of these currents’ on 
human life and welfare. All in all, how- 
ever, our knowledge of ethereal électricity 
and the vibratory force which govern all 
existence is exceedingly limited. We do 
not know sufficient about them to warrant 
venturing an authoritative opinion. 

Electro-dynamics, notwithstanding vol- 
umes of discoveries having been made, is 
still in its infancy. The electrodynamics 
of health are unknown. Those of you who 
are alarmed at the ever-increasing elec 
trical disturbances of the air, calm your 
fears. At least to all visible, exterior signs 
the radio vibrations and the similar elec- 
trical ether factors have not as yet affected 
public health. 
Constipation and Hysteria 

N A SERIES of previous articles I enuncl- 

ated a number of causes of a purely 
physical type responsible for constipation. 

Most of you are familiar with dietetic 
causes, inadequate physical culture, fatty 
degeneration of the intestines, inflamma- 
tion of the bowels and similar conditions. 

There is one very prominent cause which, 
perhaps, is not quite so tangible with the 
materialistic questions of diet, and physical 
culture. That is the highly neurotic, tense 
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type of individual, whose digestive system 
may be in fairly good shape but who is 
thoroughly constipated because of an over- 
worked, overdrawn and taut nervous sys- 
tem, sometimes bordering on the point of 
hysteria. 

When I speak of hysteria I do not neces- 
sarily mean a person who periodically in- 
duiges in spells of shrieking, crying. and 
moaning. There are many gradations of 
hysteria, mot necessarily of the kind that 
give vent to tears or shrieks. 

The person plunged in melancholy, mo- 
roseness, fear, anxiety is far too often hys- 
terical or near hysterical. The lack of 
poise, calm, quiet equilibrium which is so 
characteristic of these tensed and taut peo- 
ple, is their great failing. 

When the nervous system is in a state of 
constant excitation and stimulation the 
muscles of the body are tensed and tight for 
long intervals of time. This type of indi- 
vidual will get very unsatisfactory results 
merely from diet, physical, culture, or 
manipulation by an osteopath or chiroprac- 
tor. 
He will wonder why he does not succeed 
with the very evident measures applied to- 
ward overcoming constipation. When I 
state that frequently constipation is purely 
a mental problem, a nervous condition, a 
hyper-neurasthenic state, I have reference 
to the function of the nerves governing the 
muscular action controlling the intestines. 

Poise, calm, relaxation, quiescence, sleep 
—these are attributes which must play an 
important part in eradicating constipation. 
A number of practical measures, of course, 
would be of assistance in overcoming this 
cause.

acid fruits should be taken at separate 
meals from starches and sugars, the carbo- 
hydrate, foods, though the leafy nonstarchy 
vegetables accompany all forms of food 
without harm. If a high protein food is 
used at all it should never be combined 
with carbohydrate, for protein necessitates 
the presence of hydrochloric acid in the 
stomach, and this inhibits the digestion of 
all foods that require alkalin conditions. 
This is a very potent source of acid in the 
digestive tract. 

“If the meals are so arranged that no 
conflict occurs between inimical foods, 
there will be no arrest of carbohydrate di- 
gestion, hence no fermentation of these in 
the digestive tract, and this large source of 
acid-formation will be cut off. 

“If the intake of protein is held down to 
about the body requirements, repre- 
senting one gram of nitrogen to every thirty 
pounds of body weight. or two or three 
ounces of lean meat, or two eggs, or a 
small cube of cheese, or three or four 
ounces of fish daily, not three times a day, 
then another source of acidosis is elimi- 
nated. 

“Acids of protein origin are notoriously 
toxic, destructive of function, such debris 
as uric acid, acid urates, xanthin, hypo- 
xanthin, creatin, being potential destroyers 
of the alkalin balance, irritating in the high- 
est degree. 

“If we further see to it that we do not 
use dealkalinized foods, the processed 
starches and sugars, we will greatly con- 
serve our alkalin reserve, and still further 
remove ourselves from danger of de- 
ficiency disease of all kinds, 

“If oxidized grains have lost something 
of their native saline balance, as science 
has now quite definitely decided, then whole 
grain wheat, preserving as it does the 
"ural condition of the grain. is an ideal 
_form of ecreni food and its use will surely 
prove regenerative in all cases of deficiency, 
and deficiency is now the keynote of medi- 

y. 

“This whole subject of thé effect of oxi- 
dation as a deficiency producer is new, but 
its possibilities are great, and adding this to 
what we know of the causes of deficiency 
in disease we seem to be on the verge of 
formulation of ideal diet for man in every 
phase of existence.”
